NEW LAW 
ON PERMITS 


Fire Hazard Law Makes Several 
Changes 


The Daily Ledger published some 
weeks ago a brief abstract of the new 
law relative to explosives, known as 
the Fire Hazard law. Under this law 
all the powers heretofore held by Ma- 
yors, Selectment and City councils or 
other bodies in the Metropolitan dis- 
trict, relative to issuing licenses to 
keep, store or sell gasoline or other 
similar flammable fluid, or gunpowder 


are now vested in the Fire Hazard 
Commissioner. 

Gov. Walsh however has_ not 
named this commissioner up to the 


present time, although he had tem- 
porarly appointed Chief Whitney of 
the District Police as acting com- 
missioner. 

Chief Whitney in turn has appoint- 
ed Chief Billings of the Fire Depart- 
ment as deputy commissioner for 
Quincy. 

This means that now all permits 
for the keeping or sale of explosives 
such as gasoline, naphtha and = gun- 
powder and the like must be issued 
by Chief Billings. 

Under the old law it was necessary 
for the City Council to give a public 
hearing on all applications, but now 
the City Council has no power in re- 
gard to the matter in any way. 

Several applications for licenses to 
keep gasoline which had been for- 
warded to the City Council have been 
turned over to Chief Billings.

James E. Fallon the Victim Was 
Well Known 


James FR. Fallon,.a 54 year old West 
Quincy resident, met a tragic death 
Tuesday evening when he _ suddenly 
stepped in the path of a trolley car on 
Copeland street, and was, instantly 
killed. (The accident occured almost 
opposite the home of his, sister, Mrs. 
Thomas Cahill and the West Quincy 
fire house. 

The car which struck Fallon was an 
open one, calied the “shop extra,” 
and was filled with girls employed at 
the Tubular Rivet & Stud Co., at Wol- 
laston. They were seized with panic, 
several of the girls on the front seat 
almost fainting and their hysterical 
cries drowned gut the noise accom- 
panying the tightening of the brakes 
which were being manipulated. at 
lightning speed by Motorman Charles 
E. Watts. 

It was Fallon’s custom to cross 
Copeland street about 5.30 each even- 
ing on his way to his home on Miller 
street. He had waited for the regular 
car to pass, but the noise of a passing 
stone team probably deadened the 
sound of the sécond. 

Fallon was partially blind, having 
lost the greater part of the sight of 
both eyes in a powder explosion many 
years ago. This probably prevented 
his seeing the second car and he 
stepped directly in its path. 

As the car struck the man the girls 
aboard became hysterical and by the 
time the car had been brought to a 
stop, others who had seen the accident 
had sent in emergency calls for doc- 
tors. Had any been needed none 
would have responded since it was 
impossible to reach one at his office. 

The car had to be jacked up to get 


the body out. Rev.. Fr. William J. 
Duffy of St. Mary's church reached the 
scene soon after.the accident.to. ad- 
minister the rites of the . Catholic 
church, but Mr, Fallon was dead when 
taken from under the car. 

Patrolman Hinchon, on instruction 
from headquarters, placed Motorman 
Watts under arrest on a charge of 
manslaughter... ‘He was bailed out 
later by Thomas L. Gammona, super- 
intendent.of the Quincy division of the 
Pay State Street Railway. Company. 

The deceased was a brother of Miss 
Nellie Fallon and former representa- 
tive Peter ‘T. Fallon. Another sister 
married Thomas Cahill, a foreman in 
the employ of the city. 

‘He .was formerly a member of the 
granite quarrying firm of John Fallon 
& Sons, but when they. withdrew from 
the stone business to. do contracting 
dind teaming. “Jim™ Fallon as he was 
familiarly known in all parts of the 
city took charge of the barn part of 
the business. 

Mr. Watts. has been a motorman in 
Quincy for 15 years and is considered 
an efficient employee. Before coming 
to this city he worked for the West 
End railway, Boston, for about 15 
years. Yesterday's accident was the 
first in his 30 years of railroad work. 

In‘a discussion of fenders at police 
headquarters just before he was 
bailed, Mr. Watts said no devise ever 
perfected could have been operated 
quickly enough to have prevented the 
car hitting Mr. Fallon.

London, Sept. 2.—The panic in 
Berlin over the rapid advance through 
East Prussia that is being made by 
the Russians has been 
through the announcement that Em- 
peror ‘William has gone into East 
Prussia to personaliy direct the opera- 
tions of his troops there, according to 
the correspondent of The Express at 
The Hague. 

The terror of the Berlin residents 
has been added to ‘by a report that 
Russians have declared if they ever 
enter Berlin. they will do what the 
Germans did to beautiful. Louvain— 
sack it and, appply the torch. 

The correspondent of The Express 
at The Hague wires: “There is the 
greatest alarm in Berlin over the ad- 
vance of the. Russian troops. The 
news that the kaiser has. left the 
western headquarters and ,moved to 
the Russian. front has shown the resi- 
dents of the, capital where the imme- 
diate peril,to, their safety lies. As 
many of the pepulace as cap get away 
are going to Norway, Denmark and 
Switzerland.” 

A St. Petersburg dispatch says the 
Russian general staff, admitted that 
the German troops opposing the Rus- 
sian advance into East Prussia were 
putting up a hard fight and inflicting 
severe losses on the czar’s troops, 
but asserted that though the progress 
of the invasion, was slower than last 
week, it Was still progressing fa- 
vorably. 

“The German defense has stiff- 
ened,” said the official statement is- 
sued at the war office, “and we have 
suffered heavily, but the foe has had 
more serious losses. Arrival of fresh 
German

“Our successes in Galicia continue. 
The Austrians «that invaded Russia 
have recrossed the Vistula, but not 
without heavy losses. The Russian 
cavalry surrounded an entire regi- 
ment anhd«foreed:i¥ te:surrender: In 
the fighting between Aug. 236 and 


Aug. 30) we have taken 17,000 pris- 
oners and 122 guns from the Germans 
and Austrians.” 

Official reports received by the Rus- 
sian war office say that Austria has 
more than 1,000,000 men in the field 
against Russia. The vastness of the 
Russian military establishment may 
be judged from the remark made by 
Minister of War Sukhominoff, when 
he. was asked how the Russian troops 
compared numerically with those of 
Austria. He said: 

“We can smother 1,000,000 Aus- 
trian$S. The Germans are the only 
ones that bother us.” 

Though ‘no Official figures have 
been given out it is-reported:that the 
Russian cavalry forces alone num- 
ber 500,000 men. 

The backbone of the cavalry is the 
Cossack daredevils, “who have swept 
the Germans before them in East 
Prussia, clearing the way for the in- 
fantry and artillery. 


TWO CORPS CRUSHED 


Germans Report Capture of Seventy 
Thousand Russian Prisoners 

A German victory at Allenstein in 
which three Russian army corps were 
defeated and 70,000 prisoners, in- 
cluding two Russian commanding gen- 
erals, were taken, was reported to 
the German embassy at Washington 
from Berlin by wireless via Sayville, 
i. |. The dispatch says: 

“Official report of the vietery at 
Allenstein shows that it was even 
greater than known before. Three 
Russian army corps were annihilated. 

“Seventy thousand prisoners were 
taken, ‘including two commanding 
generals, 300 officers, and the com- 
plete artillery of the Russian army.”

SPIES SWARM 


UNITED STATES 


Particularly Numerous In Six 
«Large Cities. 


WASHINGTON HARBORS MANY 


Come From Germany, Japan, Russia, 
France, England and Austria—Keep 
Waich to See We Observe Neutrality 
Laws—Seek Destination of Exports 
and Public Sentiment In America. 


“Some of the eleverest spies in all 
the world are now in the United 
States. They come here from Russia, 
Germany, France, Japan, England and 
Austria. They are particularly numer- 
ous in New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Boston, New Orleans and San 
Francisco.” Y 

This statetment was made to the 
Philadelphia Press by a man High in 
the United States navy, whose inter- 
national knowledge has oeen recogniz- 
ed by the navy department. 

“I have upon my ship,” the speaker 
said, “two spies who are known to me. 
One i8 a Japanese; the other is a 
Frenchman. I know they are spies, 
but, they don’t know that I know it. 
Apparently they are allowed the free- 
dom of the ship, but their every move- 
ment on board and ashore is watched. 

“Washington is overrun with spies, 
Much of the agitation for and against 
the proposed $40,000,000 investment in 
foreign ships is being pushed along by 
these secret@agents. Representatives 
of Germany and Austria are working 
to create sentiment for the purchase of 
the ships, and the French, English and 
Russian spies are working against it. 

Many of Them Are Women. 

“So numerous are these spies that 
you may meet one or more in any 
walk you may take up and down Chest- 
nut street, Philadelphia. A consider- 
able number of women, most of them 


‘young and attractive, are among these 


secret agents, 

“These spies are everywhere, and 
their work is manifold. Their duty is 
to learn the destination of every ship- 
ment that goes outside of the United 
States. They are scanning especially 
closely the shipments into Mexico and 
Canada. More closely they are watch- 
ing the shipments.of sugar, which sub- 
stance is being used in the manufac- 
ture of the new high explosives. 

“Secret reports are being made by 
these men and women to the bureaus 
in Berlin, London, Tokyo, St. Peters- 
burg, Vienna and Paris concerning the 
attitude of American public men, news- 
papers and the plain citizens upon va- 
rious phases of the war. 

Early Bidders For Food Supplies. 

“Many of these spies succeeded in 
making many advantageous arrange- 
ments for thelr governments the day 
before and on the day war was de- 
clared. I know of a number of in- 
stances where men who sell foodstuffs 
were called out ‘of bed late at night 
and asked if they could supply large 
quantittes of provisions. 

“One man told me he had been asked 
by the representative of one of the 
governments whether he could furnish 
a large supply of bacon. He replied in 
the affirmative and was told to have 
30,000 pounds ready in six hours. This 
was done, and the bacon was shipped 
in two special cars to Canada, whence 
I was told it had been reshipped to a 
country now in the war zone.” 

The officer also said a large number 
of the spies were here to watch the 
United States and to see that the neu- 
trality laws were not violated. He snid 
it was surprising how many of these 
men were to be found at points where 
shipments would naturaily be made 
from his country to a European power 
and added that there was no doubt 
that the first false step made by this 
country or any of its citizens would be 
reported {proad at once.

Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse Suits Cost

The Kalser Wilhelm der Grosse, 

which at the outbreak of war was 
converted into an armed cruiser and 
which was sunk off the west coast of 
Africa by the British cruiser High 
Flyer, was built in 1897 at a cost of 
between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000.

PUBLIC LIBRARY NOTES, 


The pictures now on exhibition in 
the art gallery of the Thomas Crane 
Public Library are representative of 
the birth dates of three famous artists 
and their contemporaries. The first 
date, 1452, ds that of the birth of Leo- 
nardo da Vinci, and the exhibit of his 
picture includes a copy of “Mona Lisa” 
and other originals in the Louvre. 
One of the most famous of the group 
is the “Martyrdom of Savonarola,”™ 
Savonarola having been born in the 
same year as the artist. The “Virgin 
of the rocks” and “King Francis I” 
typify the sincerity and breadth of 
subject of the painter. 

The second date, 1483, marks the 
birth date of the artist Raphael and 
the reformer Martin Luther. Raphael 
has helped to immortalize the great 
work of Martin Luther by his paint- 
ings of the man and his home. MRa- 
phael’s wonderful imagery of the un- 
known is expressed in his “Jacob and 
Rachael” and “St. Michael and the 
dragon.” ‘Both Raphael in the 
century and Michael Angelo in the 16th 
century have painted St. Peter’s of 
Rome, and three copies are included in 
the exhibit. 

The third date, 1564, marks the birth 
date of Michael Angelo, and among

“Statue of Moses” and the “Erythrean

President Whiton of the City Coun- 
cil received word from his mother on 
Wednesday to the effect that she had 
sailed that day on the Creole for New 
York and that the steamship would 


larrive in New York early next week, 


She left London minus all of her bag- 
gage,. but was only too glad to get 
away under any conditions, 


Unless defiinite information con- 
cerning the whereabouts of Fred 
Moir of Norfolk Downs is received 
within a few days the State depart- 
ment at Washington may be asked to 
institute an inquiry for him. 

Mr. Moir left the Phillipines early 
enough to reach the United States on 
Sept. 15. (He was to come overland, 
via the Trans-Siberian railroad, and if 
he left at the time he expected to, 
must have reached central Europe 
about the time it was in the first grip 
of the war. 

Mr. Moir is well known in this city. 
He was the honor man of the Class of 
1903 at Adams Academy and a sumna 
cum laude man at Harvard in 1907. 
He was appointed to the civil service 
shortly after and was sent to Manila 
His five years’ service expired several 
months ago and he decided to come 
home and engage in business. (He 
was a brother of the late John Moir, a 
former councilman. 


Mrs. George Harmon (nee Helen 
Rhines,) the daughter of Mrs. Effie 
Rhines of Miller Stile road, was one of 
the party of Americans who made 
their escape from the congestion and 
delays of Italy by way of the Cretic, 
and sailed from Liverpool last week 
for Boston. John Clair Minot has 
written a very interesting account of 
the flight under date of Liverpool, Aug 
22, which was printed in the Boston 
Herald. Some Barts of the letter are 
reproduced. 

This is the story of the way in which 
a few war-beset American tourists got 
from Genoa to Liverpool, on their way 
toward the home land that never 
looked half so good to them as it does 
now. 

But to go ‘back to the beginning—if 
I may be pardoned for giving this nar- 
rative a personal turn. When I 
walked into the American consulate 
dt Genoa early on the morning of Aug. 
11, Consul-General John E. Jones was 
looking through a big stack of letters 
from stranded Americans at interior 
points, begging for help and especially 
for information as to the prospects of 
getting home. Like hundreds of oth- 
ers, I had been a daily ealler for a 
week and he knew me, though he was 
the busiest man in Italy, as well as the 
most patient, courteous and cheerful. 

“Will you help me out?” he cried. 
“We are being buried alive and must 
depend largely on volunteers to make 
up the office force.” 

I responded with alacrity, and so 
withovt ceremony I entered the consu- 


lar service of the United States. 


Well, the days passed. The crowd 
of Americans increased, and no au- 
thority came from Washington, or 
from the ambassadors in London or 
Rome, to relieve the unhappy situation 
by chartering the steamers. The op- 
tions would soon expire. Italy might 
be drawn into the war any day. ‘All 
the consul-general could tell the crowd 
was that he had money to his credit 
for the relief of those in dire straits, 
and that sooner or later the govern-

ally to hundreds of cases daily; but it 
was not government charity that most 
of us wanted so much as a chance to 
get back home to business anna to 
school. 

There were official reports from the 
American consuls in Switzerland of 
18,000 Americans there. (There were 
known to be 600. in Venice and 400 in 
Florence. , There cwene, already; 3000 
registered insGenga, the port-on which 
the others must-depend,«though some 
were escaping at, .Naples,,,And the 
only immediate prospect of a steamer 
to America lay in the plans of a sec- 
ond committee, this time. headed by 
Join T. Blodgett of Grand Rapids, 
who planked down $75,000 in gold to 
bind a contract of $170,000 for the 
Princepessa Mafalda, a fine boat of the 
South American service. 

Consul-General Jones was able to 
give assurance that the second com- 
mittee would be fair and businesslike 
in its methods, but the fare must of 
necessity be high, the ‘time of sailing 
was very uncertain, and the boat could 
take only 600, inciuding its steerage 
capacity, 

So it came about that two or three 
of us set out to investigate the possi- 
bility of getting to England on the 
Cretic, which it was said would sail 
Aug, 14. This White Star liner which 
has been in the service between Ital- 
ian ports and Boston in recent years, 
was in the harbor for its annual lay- 
off for repairs. 

A committee of British subjects, of 
which the Rev. T. G. Pollard of Surry 
was the leading spirit prevailed on 
their government to use it as a means 
of getting home, since it was not pos- 
sible to get there by land. But at the 
British consulate and the White Star 
offices they told us that the Cretic 
would take only British subjects and 
that Great Britain wanted fewer 
Americans instead of more. ‘That av- 
enue of escape seemed closed. 

‘But a few of us had met the Rev. Mr. 
Pollard at our hotel and were indebted 
to him for many kindnesses. ‘He was 
full of sympathy and encouragement. 
He felt that there was going to be 
room for a few Americans on the Cre- 
tic, and he got busy in our behalf. His 
energetic efforts were one of the in- 
fluences that brought from London the 
cabled modification of the order that 
only British subjects could go on the 
Cretic. 

The good news spread like fire. To 
he sure, it meant a steerage passage; 
there was no certainty of getting home 
from England; there was the hazard of 
sailing on the ship of a nation vw 
which other nations were at war. But 
England was itself home, as compared 
with Italy. ‘Our little party jumped at 
the chance. Others at other hotels 
eagerly clutched their American pass- 
ports and rushed to the White Star 
office, 


WEAVING GENOA. 

Thus it came that when the Cretic 
steamed out of Genoa harbor late in 
the evening of Thursday, Aug. 13, 
there were 80 Americans, of whom 25 
were men, who leaned over the rail 
with the hundreds of British passen- 
gers to watch the ancient city—with 
its terraced lights and the moon ris- 
ing beyond its hills—disappear from 
sight, We had climbed up the long 
‘ompanionWay with no little trepida- 
tion late in the’afternoon.

Bologna 


Rome, Sept. 3, Cardinal Giacomo 


af-| Della Chiesa, archbishop of Bologna, 


was chosen Holy Father this morning. 
He will be known as Pope Benedict 
15. 

Della Chiesa is the name of an Ital- 
ian family, the members of which live 
in ali parts of the world. Santonino 
Della Chiesa lives with his family at 
34 Rodman street, South Quincey. 

When seen this noon he was carving 
a choice piece of Westerly granite at 
the yard of Mayor Miller. (He said as 
far as he knew there was no relation- 
ship between Pope Benedict and him- 
self, although in his 21 years in this 
country he may have lost track of the 
family. 

His sister is of the Catholic sister- 
hood and at the College at Lake Lug- 
hane where she is a teacher, she is 
known as Sister Mariano.

Germans Hold Amiens 
| Amiens, which has been alternately

| Mayor Figuet received at his offices a 
deputation from the German army 
which rode into the city with a white 
flag.

The French did not fall back toward 
Paris, but retreated to Picquigny, a 
small town about eight miles distant 
from Amiens toward the northwest.

|WIN VICTORIES IN GALICIA} 


Czar’s Cavalry pris Austrian 
Troops, According to Official Re- 
ports—Claim That Entire Austrian 
Army tg In Grave Danger of Gom- 
plete Annihilation 


Petrograd, (St. Petersburg) Sept. 
5.—The Russian armies are fighting 
along an entirely new battle line. In 


Russian Poland, where the Austrian 
left wing has been” heavily re-en- 
forced by the Germans, the fighting 
is of the most serious character. The 
Russians are holding their lines, con- 
tent to remain on the defensive until 
the additional re-enforcements DOW 
being sent forward arrive. 
To the south, in Austria, however, 
the situation fs‘'much different. There 
the Russians are on the offensive, and 
the Austrian§ have been pushed back 
toward the San river. They are hold- 
ing their advanced lines and are con- 
centrating on Prezemysl, where an- 
other great battle ig certain. 
The advance of «the 
through Galicia ig declared to be ex- 
tremely rapid. The Cossacks are 
sweeping the country, in front of the 
infantry, falling back whenever strong 
positions are located. 
To the activity of the Russian cav- 
alry much of the present success is 
due. It hag deliberately violated the 
rules of safety in charging intrenched 
Austrian positions, but by doing so 
has terrorized the enemy, the officia! 
reports say, and as the result the op- 
position has lost much of its foree- 
fulness. 
The general staff issued a state- 


Russians 


ment reviewing the general situation, 
which was everywhere characterized 
as excellent. It is stated that the 
operations in East Prussia are again 
being forced, although the Germans 
are now present onthe Russian ad- 
vanced lines in great’force. It is ad- 
mitted the German artillery has so far 
proven superior to the Russian, but 
it-also stated that additional artillery 
is now being sent into action. 

The war office announces the result 
of the fighting Sept. 1 between Lublin 
and Kholm. It stated that the Aus- 
trians attacked thd’ Russian centre 
and were repulsed With the loss of 
several thousand men and many rapid 
tire guns. 

It is stated at the war office that 
the entire Austrian army is now’ in 
grave danger of complete annihila- 
tion. In Galicia the fighting forces 
are reported as almost exhausted by 
reason of the continued Russian as- 
sault and in their retreat have aban- 
doned enormous ‘'Guantities of sup- 
plies, including thottsands of rounds 
of ammunition, guns of all descrip- 
tion, from rapid-firers to heavy ar- 
tillery, and much field hospital equip- 
ment. 

It is stated that all of Austrian 
Galicia from the border to the San 
river defenses is now held by the Rus- 
sians. In addition another Russian 
torce is now operating south of the 
Dniester river. The war office de- 
clares heavy re-enforcements are con- 
stantly going forward and that already 
the Austrian army is so far outnum- 
bered that its effectivenessas a potent 
tighting force has been greatly re- 
duced. It is believed to be the in- 
tention of the Russian genera! staif 
to drive the army whcrever possible 
into the fortifications and leave 
enough troops‘ behind-to bottle them 
up, thus making an onWard march to 
Vienna easy. 

The war office, 
twelve days’ operations, reports that 
‘Thursday, in a battle to the northwest 
of Lemberg,*'the Austrians, who had 
tried to assunte the offensive, were 
badly routed, losing another army 
standard, several hundred prisoners 
and many guns. The report says: 

“Our victories over the Austrians 
have been continuous, and it now ap- 
pears that they were much greater 
than the éarlier reports indicated. 
| The Austrians struck at Zamost, in 
“Russian Poland, anf their initial at- 
tack was successful, as the Russian 
forees there were greatly outnum- 
Dered. Re-enfcrcements hurried to 
the front soon changed this and the 
Austrians in turn were routed with 
very heavy losses. 

“In the meanwhile the Russian ad- 
vance was in progress aN along a bat- 
tle Hne that extended for nearly 200 
miles. - Lemberg was the objective 
of the main army operating through 
Austrian Galicia. The enemy, how- 
eyer, after vainly attempting to..block 
the general'advance of the Russians, 
was routed with very heavy losses, 
Instead of falling back on Lemberg, 
the Austrians abandoned that city, 
tirst burning many suppliés. 

“After Lemberg had been occupied 
Zolkiew, sixteen miles to the north 
was taken. The Austrian retreat then 
continued, the rear 
badly cut to piedes - 
cavalry, which is ‘operating ‘with 
great brilliancy. The Austrians did 
not stop. until they redched the de- 
fenses of the river"San. The Aus- 
triang have mounted their artillery all 
ulong the river bank. and the Russian 
artillery is already firing on it. It is 
reported from the front that the Aus- 
trian artifiery up to the present has 
been very ineffective.”

One of the most important 
questions of the day relates to 
the extent to which a govern- 
ment should interfere in the af- 
fairs of business.

He was appointed a mousignor on May 28, 1883. When Cardinal Ranipolla returned to 
Rome and was made papal secretary of state by Pope Leo XIII.

| ‘The ight cruiser Pathfidder, of the 
British navy, has been blown up by a 
mine in the North’sea. The loss of 
life is not definitely known. Pay- 
master Finch was killed and Com- 
mander Leake was wounded. | Six 
junior officers and two petty officers 
are missing. 

The Pathfinder is the second Brit- 
ish cruiser to be blown up by mines 
in the North sea. She was of 2940 tons 
and carried a: complement of 268 men. 
She was commissioned at Portsmouth 
in October, 1913, and was attached 
to the English flotilla. 


GERMANY’S SIEGE GUNS 


Huge Death Instruments of Great 
Value to the Invaders 

Germany has clearly demonstrated 
the value of huge siege guns in the 
present war. The Germans are well 
equipped with these guns, the great- | 
est implements of destruction yet con- 
|ceived for land operations. The 
problem of transporting these huge 
pieces has been overcome by the use 
of powerful motor trucks. 

In former wars the use of such guns ; 
has been prohibited by the inability 
to get transport facilities, but the 
use of trucks and specially construct- 
ed wheels for the guns has made it 
possible to rush these instruments of 
death close on the heels of the cavalry 
and infantry. 

The 11-inch howitzer and the more 
recent invention of 14-inch calibre are 
the big guns used by the Germans. 
The ll-inch gun is 11 feet long. The 
shell weighs 760 pounds and can be 
thrown six and one-half miles. 
Thirty-eight pounds of powder are 
used in the charge. The 14-inch 
howitzer can throw a shell of 1250 
pounds more than eight miles.

Luther S. Anderson was well known 
to many of the citizens of Quincy, es- 
pecially among the granite trade in 
which he had been actively interested 
fora number of years. 

Born in Braintree, April 9, 1858, he 
received his early education in’ the 
public schools of-his native town and 
at the English High school of Boston 
from which he graduated in 1873. He 
then entered the Adams Academy 
graduating in 1878 and from Harvard 
college in 1882, receiving the degree of 
A. B., “Summa Cum Laude,” the 
highest honor conferred by the college 
for meritorious work. 

He then entered railroading and was 
for several years, assistant treasurer 
of the Union Pacific railroad, at the 
time Charles Francis Adams of this 
city was its president. When Mr. 
Adams retired, Mr. Anderson also re- 
signed his position. 

Some years later he became inter- 
ested in the Granite Railway Co. and 
for many years he has been its ener- 
getic manager. Many marked and ex- 
pensive improvements have been inau- 
gurated at the plant of the company! 
under his regime so that today it is! 
doubtful if there is a better equipped 
modern granite quarrying company 
in the country than is the Granite 
Railway Co. 

He was one of the instigators in the 
building of what was known as the 
Quincy quarry railroad, leading from 
his plant at West Quincy to all of the 
quarries back of the hill and he was 
its first superintendent. While acting 
as such he has conducted many sight- 
seeing parties over the road whose 


member of that body served on all of 
the important committees. He has al- 
so been one of the Managers of the 
Adams Academy for many years. 

Aside from this he for a long time 
tock a prominent part in the affairs of 
the First Parish church, serving on 
several of its boards and it was large- 
ly through his efforts that changes 
were made in the basement of the 
church so that the sarcophagi, where- 
in lay the remains of two Presidents 
of these United States could be seen by 
visitors. Since that time thousands of 
people from all over the United States 
have journeyed to Quincy largely for 
the purpose of visiting this church. 

He was also instrumental in having 
placed in a position for preservation 
the hearse which was used at the fun- 
eral of President John Quincy Ad- 
ams. 

Mr. Anderson never married and re- 
sided on what was formerly known as 
the Southworth estate on Granite 
street, together with his sister Mrs. E. 
S. Bennett and family. 

Funeral services will be held at his 
late home Wednesday afternoon at 
2.30, Rev. Adelbert L. Hudson of the 
First Parish officiating.

Yhe bids were taken under advise- 
ment and the con(ract will be award- 
ed later. 

The appropriation for these two 
streets was $4,900 which would make 
the bid seem extremely low. The dif- 
ference however is explained by the 
fact that bidders were requested to bid 
on estimated amount of certain ma- 


lterial to be used. That is each bid- 


der put in a bid for so much per foot 
for this or that part of the work, the 
amount as noted above being esti- 
mated. When the streets are built the 
amount may be less than estimated 
but the chances are that the amounts 
named will be greatly increased. 

Ii is expected that the Commission- 
er will advertise for bids in a few 
days for the paving of Penn street 
and the widening and rebuilding of 
Hancock street. The season is so 
late now that it would be impossible 
for the Commissioner to do all the 
street work contemplated by the or- 
ders passed and for this reason many 
of them will be let by contract. The 
eause of the delay in commencing 
work was due to, the inability of the 
treasurer to place the loans.

_ Among the American refugees from 
Europe who arrived on the French 
liner Rocliambeau at New York on 
Tuesday was Miss Corinne LeBrecque, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Achilles La- 
Brecque of Adams shore. Miss  La- 
Brecque immediately came to this city 
and reached home during the evening. 
The trip over was marked by many 
discomforts. The supply of matches 
on the ship gave out three days be- 
fore reaching port, also the cigars and 
fresh water supply. Distilled water 
was used for drinking purposes and 
patent lighters were used. 

Miss Jane Fortier who landed in 
New York has reached Quincy, and is 
now at the City Hospital for a rest. 
The arrival of Mrs. Joseph L. 
Whiton, Mrs. Harry L. Whiton and 
Miss Ruth Whiton has not yet been 
reported, but they are daily expected 
on the S. S. Creole at New York. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cornelius Duggan of 
Atlantic returned Tuesday in splendid 
health, from their extended visit in 
Ireland. 

Miss Jane Fortier, of Atlantic, a 
teacher at the New England Conser- 
vatory of Music, who was in Europe 
when war was declared, is now a pa- 
tient at the Quincy City Hospital 
where she is recovering from the ef- 
fects of her trying experiences. 

Miss Fortier is a resident of Nor- 
folk Downs, and on her trip was ac- 
companied by a Boston young lady. 
Both reached a sea port and obtained 
passage home under difficulties. Their 
baggage was seized by the authorities 
and with it a great deal of clothing 
so that both suffered extremely from 
the frequently changing temperature.

Early in the day the Germans made 
frenzied attempts to beat back the al- 
lies. who were stationed on the right 
bank of the Ourcq.

French could not be withstood. The 
allies gave no mercy to the retreating 
Germans. Word had gone out that 
the supplies of ammunition in the 
hostile ranks were failing and attack 
atter attack was delivered as they fell, 
hack. 

No Impression Upon Allies’ Lines 

In’ the centre, where the German 
hope for ultimate triumph rests in a 
desperate attempt to mass their 
strength and to batter into halves the 
armies opposing them, the invaders 
failed to make any impression upon 
the strong lines of the allies. | 

General Joffr~’. wisdom in chcosing 
his battlefield was apparent. The re-| 
enforcements sent to the centre from 
the retreating right wing of the Ger-, 
mans were compelled to _— struggle 
through a region of swamps and then 
over barren uplands swept by the ef- 
fective French artillery. 

Renewed efforts will probably be 
made by the Germans to strike’ here 
with such terrific strength that the 
lines of the allies will have to bend 
and. finally break. But the high 
ground held by the French artillery 
will be able, it is confidently predicted 
in Paris, to hold this movement in 
check until the British and French 
from the neighborhood of Paris will!

PUBLIC LIBRARY NOTES. 


One of the most practical and use- 
ful of books on the subject of person- 
al hygiene, is that by W. H. Tolman 
and H. G. Guthrie entitled “Hygiene 
for the worker, and edited by C. W.

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INDIA SHOWS 
HER LOYALTY 


Soldiers and dd Money 10 Help; 
England in Her Fight 


WILL SEND’ FORGE OF 70,000 


Government Contribution of $5,000,- 
COO to War Fund Besides Large 
Personal Gifts of Princes—Gaekwar 
of Baroda Expresses the Desire to 
Go to the Front 


London, Sept. 11.—The heart of 
imperial Britain bounded when the; 
colonial cffice proclaimed in the house 
of commons India’s whole-souled co- 
operation in the war. ; 

It was a blow at the kaiser’s calcu- 


lation that in such a crisis India would | 


be in rebellion against the mother 
country. Instead, India, down to the 
last of her nearly 700 states, has 
come to the aid-of the home govern- 
ment. 

The commons cheered itself hoarse 
and wrung its hands in patriotic joy 
as the government unfolded the cata- 
log of men and munitions and trans- 
ports, comprising a contingent of 70,- 
000 soldiers, offered by the 700 princes 
of India for’ the support of the’ em- 
pire. 

Then came pledges of mounts and 
money, even of personal jewels, and 
offers of individual service from the 
princes of the east. 

; Among these was the demand of the 

Gaekwar of Baroda, though 70 years 
old, of his right to take the field and 
to bring with him his grandson, 
aged 16. 

The Dalai Lama of Thibet offere 
1000 Ten. Out of his private purse 
the Maharaja of Mysore placed ney 
600,000 at the disposal of the empire | 
to equip and transport India’s expedi- 
tionary force. 

The Maharaja of Repa offered all 
the troops and treasure of his state, 
and his vast private cellection of 
jewels. Some of the native princes 


are equipping also a hospital ship 
from their own resources. 
The message of Viceroy of India 


Hardinge announces that many of the 
native rulers are coming at the head 
of their contingents. 

The expeditionary force includes 
the crack regiments of imperial ser- 
vice troops maintained in the larger 
states of India. From twelve of 
these states the viceroy accepted con- 
tingents of cavalry, infantry, sappers 
and transports, besides a 
corps from Bikanir. 

| Besides the private gifts enumerat- 
ed, the Indian government is con- 
tributing $5,000,000 toward the ex- 
penses of the expeditionary force in 
the field. 

‘These demonstrations were not con- 
fined to the Indian princes. Every- 
where throughout India the people are 
declared to be equatly united and en- 
thusiastic, and so eager are the na- 
tive troops to go to the front that 


‘| those unavoidably left behind have to 


be placated with all manner of 
diplomatic apologies. These were the 
troops on whcse indirect support the 
Kaiser’s advisers had taught him to 
reckon. 

The Gaekwar of Barada is known 
widely in America. He has visited 
the United States several times and 
spoken often,in public on the problems 
of his-country. 
at Harvard and his daughter, Prin- 
cess Indria, hag been entertained at 
Newport. 


STANDS BY ENGLAND 


Union of South Africa Will War Upon 
German Possessions 

In a strirring speech to the as- 
semby of the Union of South Africa‘at 
Cape Town, Premier Botha promised 
the whole-hearted support of the 
union to the imperial government in 
the present war and declared that the 
racial hatchet had been buried. 

As a proof of the union’s determina- 

ion to assist in maintaining the in- | 
tegrity of the empire, he announced 
that thé government had undertaken 
to carry through military operations 
in German's Southwest Africa. 

“The empire fs at war,” the premier 
declared, “and consequently the 
Union of South Africa is at war with 
the common enemy. This assembly 
must realize that South Africa's fu- 
ture is being decided on the pattie- 
felds of Europe, and although there 
may be many here who in the past 
have been hostile to the British flag, 
they would today ten times rather be 
“under the British than the German 
flag.”

It shows Mr. Gumb thor- 
oughly appreciates the field for wider 
activities of the association in Brain- 
tree as well as during the summer 
camp period. Carl W. Phelps of 
Wesleyan College, who acted as cook 
this summer, and Carl P. Leadbetter, 
assistant superintendent, were also 
present and spoke briefly of the sum- 
mer’s pleasant experiences. They, 
as well as Mr. Gumb, are enthusiastic 
for the future of the summer camp. 

Extracts from the superintendent’s 
report are as follows: “For six weeks 
the boys occupied the camp. A total 
of seventy-one boys and leaders were 
members of the camp during this per- 
iod. The last two weeks of the sea- 
son were given over to the use of 
the. girls of Braintree. Twenty-five 
girls and leaders made up the mem- 
bership of the camp for thesé two 
weeks. Many visitors came to camp 
and the visitors’ record book shows a 
total of one hundred and forty-one 
signatures. There was an average of 
nineteen campers every ~week for 
eight weeks, 

All the work was planned to give 
the very best of camp life to the boys 
and girls, and to present to them as 
far as possible the*real ideals and 
principles of christian life. The ac- 
tivities were all arranged and super- 
vised as carefully and systematically 
as possible, with due consideration to 
all from the oldest to the youngest. 
In the evenings various indoor and 
even outdoor games were conducted, 
camp-fire nights, mock-trials, story- 
telling nights, marshmallow _ toasts, 
and visitors’ nights were also among 
the activities. The camp always had 
a representative base-ball team and 
many games were played, with only 
one defeat on the camp’s record. A 
camp newspaper, named the “Camp 
Log” was published for three editions, 
but the lack of means to print the 
paper prevented further work along 
this line. 

For both the girls and boys an honor 
emblem system was conducted. Much 
earnest work and real endeavor was 
shown on the part of many boys and 


girls who were trying to win the em-|- 


blem. Thirty-five boys and ten girls 
were successful in doing the work and 
feats required te win,an emblem. 

A log cabin has been started and 
gives a good opportunity for future 
work by thezboys,as well.as being of 
much use .wwhen»completed. 

The religious life of the camp was 
by no means neglected; The morning 
chapel services and the devotions in 
the tents with the two services on 
Sunday furnished plenty of food for 
thought, and we hope placed many 
of the campers on a little higher 
The 
camp met with no serious illness or 
accidents and thoughout the whole 
Summer we fell that the campers were 
developing themselves physically, 
mentally, and spiritually. 

The camp season has come to a 
close. Several ideals have been be-

Many other important features ‘of 
the report. are equally interesting as 
those. quoted. Among the suggestions 
is one for a name for the camp, other 
than “Manomet.” The tribes of In- 
dians who occupied the Manomet ter- 
ritory were chiefly the Wampanoags 
and Pokanokets.

This law has eliminated many 
newspaper evils, such as the 
paid editorial, the overstatement i 
of circulation, and hidden own- 


ership. All this 

» | has been attained 

by the simple rem- 
edy of publicity! 

A similar law applied to other 
organizations would work equal- 
ly well and would eradicate 
many evils, much corruption and 
mismanagement. For instance, 
if labor organizations were re- 
quired to publish full informa- 
tion as to their objects and their 
transactions, and to make public 
an account of their moneys, dues, 
etc., many abuses that now ex- 
ist would be removed. Labor 
organizations should not curry 
favor from legislatures and 
Congress any more than business 
organizations, and they have no 
right to special exemption from 
anti-trust legislation. A labor 
union is a form of labor trust. 

Labor unions organized for 
honest and lawful purposes are 
necessary and desirable to hold 
in check encroachments of un- 
just employers, but when ‘they 
invoke the aid of Congress for 
special exemptions they are 
merely copying unjust methods 
of_other monopolies.

FIRE LOSS VERY SMALL. 

Vice President Sedgwick of the 
Board of Trade was slightly in error 
in his statement at the open meeting 
Wednesday evening in Colonial hall 
as to the fire loss'in Quincy. He made 
the startling statement that he had| 
found from investigation that the fire; 
Joss in Quincy was at the rate of $15 
per capita which would mean a year- 
ly fire loss of $600.000. 


As a matter of fact the fire oped J 


in Quincy are among the lowest in} 
the state, if not in the country, and 
the loss per 1000 population instead of 
being $15 is less than $1.50 per capita/ 

The last report of Chief Litchfield, 
which was for the year 1912, shows} 
that the total loss in Quincy for that 
year was but $50,402.75. Estimating 
the population of Quincy at 35,000, 
which is low the loss per capita 
would be but $1.44. 


NEWSPAPER RESPONSIBILITY. 

Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the 
Navy, in an address delivered Labor 
day to a press association, urged all 
editors to subordinate their news to! 
the service of the country. He parti- 
cularly felt, that in this time when 
international issues are _ involved, 
newspapers should be careful what 
they print. 

This is good advice. But few peo- 
ple realize how largely editors al- 
ways do follow these counsels. 

Where there are controversies as to 
the publication or non-publication of | 
news, they almost always arisé over | 
some personal wrongdoing. A man | 
gets too much bad whiskey in him, | 
then breaks loose and assaults some | 
one. Next morning, after paying his! 
fine, he calls around at the news-| 
paper office. He shows an apprecia- | 
tion of the editor’s friendship that 
was never manifested before. In-| 
cidentally, he asks the paper to keep! 
the story quiet. 

“It won’t do any good to print it. 
No one is interested in it,” is his | 
familiar sounding plea. 

No good purpose is served by the} 
suppression of such incidents. The} 
only result is that the offending citi- 
zen is spared a part of the condem- 
nation that is his just punishment. 
As a result, he is much more likely 
to make an ass of himself again. 

It is a very different story when 
the newspaper man comes in con- 
taet with the police or other respon- 
sible public officials. If the news- 
papers printed all they know, crim- 
inals would. escape, and many corrupt 
officials weuld buy tickets for Canada. 

The great majority of. the news- 
papers are* handling tactfully and 
patriotically the news about the war. 
They freely print both sides. They 
have a right to express an opinion as 
to the causes of the war. 

Just one suggestion could be made 
to certain journals, newspapers of the 
saffron stripe. Mere rumor ought not

Development of Manufacturing in 
Massachusetts and Other License 
States as Compared with Pro- 
hibition States. 

Massachusetts is known as a great 
manufacturing state. On the other 
hand, the prohibition states for the 
most part are recognized as agricul- 
tural states more than as manufactur- 
ing centers. The argument, often used 
by the liquor.interests is that prohibi- 
tion kills business and especially af- 
fects manufacturing centers 

In this connection it is interesting | 
to note the last statistics of the sev- 
eral states on manufactures. These 
statistics show that in the nine pro- 
hibition states of the Union, the ay-} 
erage number of wage earners in the 
factories increased during the last} 
ten year period for which statistics | 
were taken, 53 per cent, while In the; 
state of Massachusetts, with its great} 
manufactiring interests, the increase} 
for the same period of time was only 
33.4 per cent. | 

Furthermore, in the matter of the 
value of products, the manufacturing | 
state of Massachusetts does not show 
up along with the nine prohibition | 
states of the Union. The per cent of | 
increase for the last ten year period | 
in the value of manufactured products | 
in the state of Massachusetts was| 
only 64.2 per cent, while in the nine| 
prohibition states the increase was} 
116.3 per cent | 


LIQUOR AND POVERTY | 


Pauperism in Massachusetts as Com-) 
pared with Prohibition States: 
The tast federal census report giv-} 
ine the statistics of paupers in alms-} 
houses in the several states shows 
that the number of paupers in aims- 
houses in proportion to the popula- 
tion, is very much less in prohibition 
states than in states where the liquor 
trafic is licensed.

SHUT INTO BOGS 


a Position Where where It Had Hoped 
to Entice Russians 


CUT OFF FROM THE GENTRE 


Investment of Strong Fortress of 
Przemsy!. Makes It Impossible For 
Danki’s Forces to Seek Safety 
There—Russiang Report Enemy’s 
Losses Are Becoming Colossal 


Petrograd, Sept. 17.—With Rus- 
sian troops tlosing in on the strong 
Austrian fortress of Przemys! and the 
fortified positions dlong the San to 
Jaroslav, and with Grodek and Misei- 
ska already occupied by the czar’s 
troops, it was announced at army 
headquarters that the main objective 
of the Russian-Austrian campaign is 
rapidly coming to a successful conclu- 
sion. 

Strong detachments of Cosgack 
cavalry are reported to have. pene- 
trated to the westward of the San 
river fortifications and to have 
reached as far as Jaslo. This indi- 
cates that the advance against Cracow 
is not to wait on the. result of the 
operations along the San, but will be 
pushed independently while the San 
river positiong are enveloped by a 
superior force. The Austrian force 
that has been cut off in the triangle 
formed by the junction of the Vis- 
tula and the San is reported attempt- 
ing to break through the cordon that 
surrounds it, but it is believed cer- 
tain here it must soon surrender. 

it. was officially announced that in 
the capture of Grodek the Austrians 
lost 400 light field guns and twenty 
howitzers. 

There ig little information obtain- 
able of the sitwation in East Prussia 
where the Germans, heavily re-en 
forced, are endeavoring to assum 
the offensive. it is stated that the 
Russians are now maintaining thei 
new positions and that. they have suc 
ceeded in checking the German ad 
vance, but rumors persist that th« 
army of General Rennenkampf ha 
been very badly cut up in the lates‘ 
fighting. 

In an official statement the war of- 
fice declares that the investment o' 
Przemysl will prevent the Austriar 
army of General Dankl taking refugs 
there. It says: 

“The forces of Gefiéral Dank! have 
been entirely cut off’from the Aus- 
trian centre and will be unable tc 
reach Przemysl, which is now com- 
pletely invested by the Russians. The 
army of Dank! is now completely cu‘ 
off in the bogs into which it had hoped 
to entice the Russians, The frag- 
mentary details as yet available show 
that our forces have‘already achieved 
the greatest success ever recorded in 
warfare. Archduke Charles Francis 
Joseph is reported to be with the 
routed Austrian forces and his capture 
is looked for.” 


The Battles In Galicia 


The following summary of the re- 
cent fighting in Galicia, from the 
Russian point of view, has been made 
public in Petrograd through semi- 
official channels: 

“Russian troops are pursuing the 
Austrians with energy, and the defeat 
of the enemy continues. Certain Aus- 
trian army corps have been virtually 
annihilated. Russian forces have 
passed the river San. 

“The eastern Russian advance guard 
is approaching Przemysl. The ra- 
pidity with which military operations 
are being conducted has made it im- 
possible to determine accurately the 
losses of the enemy, but it may be 
said they are becoming colossal. 

“According to such information as 
has come to hand the Austrians have 
lost in the neighborhood of 250,000 
men in killed and wounded, this in 
addition to 100,000 prisoners, 400 
pieces of ordnance and a number of 
standards. In all directions the roads 
are crowded with artillery, transport 
wagons and arms’ and ammunition 
which have been abandoned in mass 
during the precipitate retreat of the 
enemy. 

“On the river Vistula, Russian 
troops have taken possession of an 
accumulation of material for bridge 
building, and they destroyed several! 
steamers, one of which was armored. 

“The desperate efforts of German 
troops to save the Austrian army from 
utter rout should be recorded. The 
active participation of the German 
army corps in the fighting has been 
revealed at several places along the 
Austrian front. The Russians cap- 
tured thirty-six pieces of long range 
German artillery, in addition to some. 
5000 German prisoners at Tourobine. 
At other places on the front several 
dozen large German guns, many of 
which had been prevented by lack of 
time from taking part in the fighting, 
fell into their hands.” 

In conclusion this announcement 
of Russian successes declared that the 
succor sent by Germany did not save 
the Austrians, and that the heavy de- 
feat inflicted upon the Germans has 
contributed to the brilliancy of the 
Russian victories. 

Among the 400 gung taken from the 
Austrians in Galicia are more than 
thirty-six heavy German cannon 
bearing the initials of Emperor Wil- 
liam. These came from the regions 
occupied by the Sixth German corps. 
More than 4500 German prisoners 
have arrived at Lublin, in Russian

The emergency revenue bill which 
will probably be passed by: Congréss 
will hit some local industries. ‘Gaso- 
line which is used in large quantities 
by automobile owners will be taxed 
two cents a gallon. Liquors of all 
kinds and tobacco also come in for a 
tax. Bankers will be taxed $2 per 
$1,000 capital, while brokers will pay 
$50 each. 

Proprietors of theatres, museums 
concert halls in cities of 15,000 popu- 
lation or over, which means Quincy, 
are to pay $100 each, bowling alley 
and bilHtiard room proprietors will al- 


so pay a tax of $5 for each alley and 
each table. 

There are many moving picture 
shows and public halls in Quincy 


which will be hit hard by this pro- 
vision, and it may put some of them 
out of business. This is also true 
of billiard and pool rooms. At pres- 
enti there are many small stores 
whose proprietors add to their reven- 
ue by a billiard or pool table located 
in their store. A tax of $5 in addi- 
tion to the license: fee charged by the 
city will make quite a burden and will 
doubtless close up some of them. 

Bonds and notes are also to be taxed 
5 cents for each hundred dollars in- 
Wolved and freight and express re- 
ceipts one cent * each. Telephone 
messages out of the State are to pay 
a tax of one cent on all toll messages 
of over 15 cents or more, and tele- 
grams on cent. 

Life insurance policies carry a tax 
of eight cents for each 100 and fire 
insurance policies a tax of one half 
cent on each dollar. Parlor car 
seats are to be taxed two cents each 
and passage tickets from one port in 
the United States to a foreign port 
trom $1 to $5 according to the value 
of the ticket, r 

These are but a few of the things 
that will be hit by the tax, in which 
Quincy people are interested, and it 
might be said that every resident is 
hit in someway by the tax.

Cannon and Sabres of Germans Are 
Highly Ornamental—Showy Appear- 
ance of Officers’ Side Arms Evi- 
dently Out of Proportion to Appar- 
ent Use of the Weapons 


Paris, Sept. 21.—During the last 
few days there has been a succession 
| of. trains bearing spoils of war te 
Paris. 

The astonishing quantity of this 
booty is powerful testimony to the 
rapidity of the enemy’s retreat. There 
are cannon, gun carriages, mitrail- 
leuses, motor lorries and truckloads 
of small arms and ammunition. In 
fact it is estimated that since the be- 


ginning of last week about sixty can- 


non, thirty mitrailluses and forty gun 
Carriages have arrived here. 

The cannon seem very pretentious 
and massive by the side of the trim 
littie French wenpons. While the 
Jatter are perfectly plain, the former 
are usually ornamental, with garlands 
ot laurel or oak leaves encircling soma 
motto. 

The pieces are stamped with the 
German imperial] eagle and the num- 
ber of the corps, or with the imperial 
crown. ‘The essential parts for firing 
the weapons had usually been taken 
away before the capture. 

The officers’ ¢sabres, which have 
been brought here as trophies, are 
also very much criticised for their 
showy appearance. This is out of all 
proportion to the apparent use of the 
weapons. ‘The ornate handles, which 
are of wrought copper, usually more 
remarkable for the painstaking labor 
involved in its making than for any 
artistic character on the lacework de- 
sign, and the big thong, with its 
gorgeous tassel of silver threads, do 


blade, often of inferior metal, not 
easily bending or regaining its form 
readily when once bent. 

All souvenirs of the battlefield are 
eagerly sought here. This fact was 
taken advantage of by one ingenicus 
street vender. This man was well 
dressed and had a mysterious air 
which made him noticeable to the 
easily interested habitnes of the cafes 
of the boulevards, with whom he 
graduaily entered into conversation.

At the end of five years the 
fish and game restrictions are re- 
moved automatically unless extended 
another five years.

At 
the beginning of sundown, laborers, 
merchants and professional men, the 
poor and the wealily approached each 
other with the old greeting “l’shone 
Tovo T’kosev” “May you be 
in the Book of Life for a good year.” 

Rosh Mashanah,” while ushering in 
the New Year, has greater importance 
attached to it because of its signifi- 
cance to the followers of Judaism, and 
is considered, together with “Yom 
Kippur,” or the Day of Atonement, 
which comes 10 days later, as the most 
important holiday in the Jewish re- 
ligious calendar. It is sometimes re- 
ferred to as the Day of Memorial, 
for on this day the Jew is charged 


“with the duty of seeking the Lord’s 


grace and mercy, of trying to have 
the Lord remember him in the judg- 
‘ments and inscribe him in the Book 
of Life for a good and happy year. 

Today will also mark the opening 
day of a period of 10 days of penitence 
After the New Year festivities are 
Bite. the orthodox Jews will enter a 
period of reflection, during which they 
ponder over their relation to man and 
religion, This lasts until the 10th 
day, when all assemble again and 
make atonement for their misdeeds of 
the past year, as well as resolves for 
the next period. 

There are several reasons why the 
Jews celebrate the new year in the 
fall. The month of Tishri is the sev- 
enth month in the year and yet on the 
first of this month the beginning of 
the synagogue year is celebrated, be- 
cause the number seven has been sa- 
cred among the Jews from days imme- 
morial. 

The seventh day is Sabbath, the sev- 
enth year is the Sabbatical year, and 
at the conclusion of seven’ times 
seven years is the great jubilee year 
of release, when all slaves are set 
free. The seventh month is the hol- 
ist in the year, and during the month 
all the principal holy “days and festi- 
vals are observed, which includes the 
New Year, the Day of Atonement aud 
the Feast of Tabernacles. 

There is yet another reason why the 
fall was chosen for these observances. 
It concluded the agricultural season 
for the ancient Hebrews, and was a 
most convenient time for celebrations. 
Incidentally, the same is true today, 
It is the end of the vacation, and 
hence in a true sense the beginning 
of the year.

The services this morning were the 
biggest of the celebration. The 
“Shofar” or trumpet was sounded in 
all the places of worship, calling all 
the members of the faith to awake 
from their everyday life and think 
up their religion. 

The reason for the use of the ram’s 
harn, the real “shofar,” is « tradi- 
tional one, since it is this iustrument 
which was used by anci-st Israel to 
announce the issuing of proclamations 
or sound the call to arms. 

This afternoon thousands of men, 
women and children of the Hebrew 
faith will flock to the water’s edge 
and, with a prayer book in hand, will 
go through the ancient ceremony of 
shaking from their garments the sins 
which they have accumulated during 
the year. 

New Year’s cards containing the 
customary greetings and wishes, in 
both Hebrew and English script, are 
sent and received. So general is this 
custom of exchanging New Year's 
cards that it is estimated that about a 
million dollars’ worth are annually 
sent out from this country to friends 
and relatives on the other side. 

Divine services, in addition to the 
terples, synagogues and halls, will

Massachusetts Reformatory and ne 
House of Correction at Deer Island, 
provided there is a quorum of Jews 
which is required by the Hebrew law. 

In addition to the services, it is un- 
derstood that all the Jews, including 
the juveniles in every institution 
throughout the State, are to be ex- 
cused from all work during the holy 
days. 

Jewish soldiers and sailors desir- 
ous of attending service will when in 
uniform, be welcomed to every syna- 
gogue and temple of Greater Boston. 

Special features of the observances 
of the New Year Will be the special 
prayer for peace that ‘will be offered 
by the rabbis during the services. The 


following prayer will be offered in the’ 


Orthodox congregation. It was com- 
posed by Rabbi Drachman, president.

. FIRST PARISH. 

The Frst Parish church resumed 
services Sunday with an attendance 
more than twice as large aS on any 
opening Sunday for many years. And 
there seemed to be among the people 
a feeling of harmony, enthusiasm and 
good will which indicated the begin- 
ning of a new era of growth and use- 
fulness in the old church. (The im- 
provements made in the intorfor dur- 
ing the summer vacation,” including ' 
the new carpet and pew racks, were a 
subject of much favorable comment 
among the large number who re- 
mained after the service to meet new- 
comers and greet old frinds- 

The new hymn and service books 
were in use for the first time and the 
changes in the service, made neces- 
sary by the new books, seemed to give 
universal satisfaction. The new anti- 
phonal services were most beautiful, 
and the service as a whole was sim- 
ple, impressive and inspiring. 

The minister, Rev. Adelbert Lathrop 
Hudson, preached upon the question 
“Is Unity Possible in the Modern 
World?” He drew a vivid picture of 
present conditions in the world; the 
European war with its world-wide 
consequences; the social chaos and 
industrial strife which are everywhere 
clogging the wheels of progress. 

The unity for which Jesus prayed 
seems at first to be farther away than 
ever. But there are two significant 
facts in the present war: First, each 
nation engaged is trying to convince 
the world that its own cause is just 
and that its own part in the war has 
been in response to a righteous neces- 
sity. Now whatever. may be the truth 
of these respective claims one thing is 
sure:—each one of these nations 
recognizes that there is today a world 
conscience which demands that war 
shall not be waged excepting for a 
just and righteous cause. One hun- 
dred years ago during the Napoleoni¢ 
wars, when the same-nations were en- 
gaged under a different aligment, no 
such world conscience was in evi- 
dence. But war was its own excuse 
for being; and the appeal was not to 
justice but only to.“The heaviest bat- 
talions. 


The other significant fact is that all Winchester, the officiating clergyman} Committees: 
of these nations, with evident sinderi- 


ty, insist, that when the end is finally 
attained it can only be on terms 
which will secure a lasting peace— 


not merely an armed truce, as in pre-! 


vious wars, With each nation obviously 
preparing to renew the conflict. 

But wars will never cease, nor 
unity prevail, so long as selfishness, 


{hatred and class or racial prejudice 


are the ruling motives. The remedy 
lies deeper than treaties and conven- 
tions. It must be formed in the 
spread of.Christian ideals, the growth 
of reverence, the recognition of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ as the univer- 
sal rule of conduct. (To secure this’ 
result is the great function of the 
Christian church; and in this work 
the First Parish in Quincy, with its 
noble traditions, was destined he be- 
lieved to bear an honorable part. 
After the morning service there was 
a special meeting of the Young Peo- 


ples Religious Union, at which it was! 


decided to hold the first regular meet- 
ing on Sunday, Oct. 4 at 4.30 P. M., 
instead of Oct. 11th which will be the 
date of the 275th anniversary of the 
parish,

The 
pastor preached upon “Doing Justly,” 
from the text “What doth the Lord 
require of thee but to do justly and to 
love mercy and to walk humbly with 
God.” 

This text, said Mr. Horst, is the 
finest definition of religion we have. 
Justice means giving every person his 
due. It is opposed to partiality and 
favoritism. We must be just to our- 
selves, as well as to our fellowmen,— 
just to ovr physical and spiritual na- 
ture. Justice requires that all pass- 
ions and appetities should be subordi- 
nate to true self-love.

No amount of 
philanthropy or almsgiving however, 
no singing of hymns tto freedom or 
boasting of liberty, can take the place 
of justice, which as Emerson says 
“Satisfies everybody and justice 
alone.” Let the boy and girl do just- 
ly in the schoolroom and on the play- 
ground, let men and women do justly 
in social and business life; let all live 
up to the Golden Rule, for we are in- 
structed in our lesson today that “bet- 
ter is a little vith righteousness than 
great riches Without right, To do

| ‘The position of von Kluck is now a 
‘degree more perilous and his army 
has the further disadvantage of be- 
ing on the defensive. 

Such fignting as has been necessary 
to drive back this army seven miles 
in forty-eight hours under frightful 
weather conditions is almost impos- 
sible to conceive. It has been like 
Titan against Titan, with a littie 
touch of the superhuman of Hercules 
on the allies’ side to give the neces- 
Sary superiority in driving power. 

Frightful Weather Conditions

| Rheltrs Cathedral a Shinin 
Mark For Destruction 


SHELTERED GERMAN WOUNDED 


Bombardment by Kaiser’s Troops Set 
Fire to Straw Upon Which Prison- 


ers From Own Army Lay—France , 
Protests to World Against “Revolt- | 


ing Act of Vandalism” 


London, Sept. 22.—The Rheims 
correspondent of The Daily Mail sends 
this story of the damage wrought in 
the cathedral there: — 

The magnificent cathedrai of 
Rheims, which was a national monu- 
ment of universal fame, is now no 
more than an empty shell of charred 
and blackened walls. It is not yet 
known to what extent its stone work 
has been weakened by the flames or 
whether it can later be restorea, but 
it will never be what it was before. 

The fire started between 4 and 5 
o'clock, Sunday afternoon after shells 
had been crashing into the town all 
day. More than 500 fell between early 
morning and sunset. <A quarter of 
the city, several hundred yards 
square, was set afire, the flames 
spreading from street to street. 


The cathedral had been turmed into}

French Ambassador Jusserand pre- 
sented the following protest of his 
government to the state department 
at Washington and personally read it 
to Secretary Bryan: 

“Without being able to invoke even 
the appearance of military necessity, 
and tor the mere pleasure of destruc- 
tion, German troops have subjected 
the cathedral of Rheims to a sys- 
tematic and furious bombardment.

“It is the duty of the government of 
this republic to. denounce to universal 
indignation this revolting act of van- 
dalism which,in giving over to the 
flames this sanctuary of history, de- 
prives humanity of an incomparable 
portion ofits historie patrimony.”

Teaching Observed in Schools of the 
Smaller Cities. 


(The following notes on the teach- 
ing observed in schools of the smaller 
cities are based on visits by the chief 
of the division of school administra- 
tion of this Bureau to 40 cities of be- 
tween 2,500 and 30,000 population 
during the school year 1913-14. While 
intended mainly for cities of this 
size, which present special problems, 
it is believed that the suggestions con- 
tained in this statement will be of in- 
terest for all city systems.) 

In every city visited there were 
some exceptionally strong teachers. 
In several of the cities all of the 
teaching was of a very high order, 
especially in those cities where the 
superintendent is given perfect free- 
dom in the selection and dismissal of 
teachers, and where salaries are such 
as to attract good teachers. 

No definite data were collected re- 
garding scholastic and professional 
training, but on a conservative esti- 
mate not more than one-third of the 
ieachers in the elementary schools 
have graduated from a norma} school. 
In a few cities all the elementary 
teachers are normal graduates, while 
in a few others none are. ‘The tend- 
ency is, however, toward higher stan- 
dards. Many superintendents would 
make the standards higher, ‘but say 
that it is impossible to’do so with the 
salaries the city is willing to pay. 

Of the schools requiring profes- 
sional training, some reauire., two 
years in addition jo. a,,,high schoo! 
course; most of them,only one. Pro- 
fessional training is not demanded of 
high-school teachers—only a college 
degree—and in a few instances not 
even that. Many high schools, be- 
eause of low salaries, are compelled 
to employ men and women just fresh 
from college, many of whom have had 
no experience in teaching. On the 
whole those teachers who have had 
professional training for grade or high 
school work are doing better teaching. 
They are more resourceful and have a 
hetter understanding of the work they 
are doing. 

Many teachers are failing because 
they are not using illustrative and 
supplemental material, such as_ ref- 
erence books, newspapers, magazines.

The general RusSian advance fol- 
lows the eight days’ fighting cul- 
minating in the capture of Lemburg 
and the nine .days’ fighting around 
Rawa Ruska. Siege guns used in the 
assault on those positions have been 
put into emplacements around Przem- 
ysl. Meanwhile the cavalry and in- 
fantry, supported by quick firers and 
the smaller artillery pieces, are with 
the forefront of the Russian advance. 

A supreme attempt is to be made to 
annihilate the Austrian armies of 
Dankl and von Auffenberg, the. first 
move in which is the endeavor to cut 
Dankl's forces off. 

The Austrian losses have been 
staggering. The weather continues 
cold, with rain and sleet. The speed 
of the Russian advance has forced 
the enemy to retreat without many of 
their guns, which are mired in the 
swamps and roads, many of which are 
inches deep in mud. 

A daring night attack, the culmi- 
nation of a day’s bombardment, over- 
whelmed the Austrian defenders of 
Dubiecko, on the San, and the Rus- 
thousands of 
prisoners and a store or more of 
guns, together with large quantities 
of supplies left behind by the Aus- 
trians. 

“Przemys! is now under attack from 
three separate directions,’ a Russian 
war Office statement declares. “The 
bombardment is continuing with our 
forces steadily advancing on the outer 
intrenchments. Grodeck, on the east 
of Pzremys!, has been occupied; Sam- 
bor, to the south, has fallen before 
our armies, and we have established 
a line of further ‘communication on 
the west through the capture of Du- 
retreating Austrian 
forces burned Jaroslav before their 
evacuation.” 

Official denial that General Martos 
had been instructed to burn all Ger- 


man yillages in East Prussia, or that | 


he had ever issued such instructions 
to his forces, was made by the war 
office. This is “in reply to Berlin 
statements that Martos, captured in 
one of the engagements along the 
river San, had been tried by court- 
martial on such charges.

When all was over the Federal gen- 
eral rode out to inspect Tom Bixby's 
Qnaker soldier. Never before was an 
sfficer more delighted. The desired re- 
sult had been accomplished and he had 
been vindicated in disobeying orders. 
He asked ‘Tom what he could do for 
him, and’Tom told him whatever he did 
must be for Schmitt. whose tobaceo 
sisn had won. 

Tom was given a commission. and 
Fchmitt was appointed to a sutlership, 
which he found very profitable.

The lung capacity of Hardwick is 290 
cubic centimeters, and his strength of 
lungs was 25 kilograms. His 
strength of back was 300, of legs 510, 
of right forearm 70 and of left fore- 
arm 65.

In the 
final part of the test he pushed his 
weight up between the paralel bars 
26 times and pulled himself up on the 
horizontal bar the same number of 
times.

“The number of kilos lifted with 
the back and legs straight, and the 
number of kilos lifted with the legs 
bent, added to the strength of grip of 
the right and left hand, expiratory 
power, .as tested by the manometer, 
and one tenth of the weight in kilos, 
multiplied by the number of times 
that the person can raise his weight 
by dipping between the paralel bars 
and pulling up to his chin on the 
rings.

Since the 
Swedish nation as a whole are known 
to excell in the art of physical train- 
ing and culture, it is no more than 
natural that a brilliant man like Mr. 
Hall would specialize in this subject. 
By physical education, it is wrong to 
think that regular gymnastics is the 
only part of it. As Mr. Hall says, 
“Physical education means the knowl- 
edge of keeping ourselves clean and 
by living a clean, healthy life become 
strong men and women.”

It is Currently reported about City 
Square that as soon as the remainder 
of the’tax bills have gone out that a 
mags indignation meeting will be held 
at Alpha hall, to see what can be 
done in regard to the matter.

Whe Asessors have not got this sum 
and there seems no way that they can 
get it. 

(owever, from what can be learned, 
it is proposed by those who have been 
stung to employ the best Icgal talent 
that can be obtained and if there is 
any way to upset the valuations as 
made this year they: will be upset.

Russia Claims Siege Guns 
Wrought Havoc at Przemysl 

A dispatch from Petrograd says that 
from every point along the line of bat- 
tle in Galicia come reports of Russian 
victories. Przemysl, which is held 
by the Austrian-German forces, is 
maintaining a strong resistance, but 
it is being bombarded from all points 
and already the heavy Russian-siege 
guns have wrought havoc with the 
outer defenses.

Here the French 
lines form a right angle at Verdun 
like that formed by the Germans near 
Cambrai, but extending south. in- 
stead of north. 
| Germans Recapture Varennes 

Dispatches from Berlin state that 
some advance has been made in ti$s 
section, the crown prince’s army hay- 
ing recaptured Varennes, from which 
they were driven back in the opening 


engagements of the battle of the 
, 


Aisne. 

On the German left the assaults 
have been continued against the 
strong Meuse line of fortifications, 


which run from Verdun to Toul—the 
barrier forts that are so _ strongly 
built that they caused the Germans 
to try to get into France by way of 
instead of by the shorter 
movement through Lorraine. 

The Paris official reports insist that 
nc damage has yet been done to this 
line by the heavy artillery that has 
been brought up from Metz. The 
Germans, however, insist that tre- 
,mendous injury has been wrought’ at 
|Troyon les Paroches, Camp des 
tomans,~ Gironville and Liouville. 
Troyon was Viclently bombarded sev- 
eral days ago from both east and 
west, but the French advance after 
the battle of the Marne compelled an 
end to the cannonading. 

Battering Weaker Forts 

Verdun and Toul, at’ the north and 
south ends of the Meuse line, are 
surrounded by forts somewhat like 
those at Liege, but even more im- 
pregnable, Toul being regarded as 
the most strongly fortified place in 
isurope outside a few great cities like 
Paris and Antwerp. So far as can 
be learned the Germans are making 
no attempts to batter down the Toul 
and Verdun forts, but are concentrat- 
ing their fire on the weaker forts and 
batteries between. If they smash any 
one of these, as they did Namur, they 
can wreck the others at their leisure, 
isolate Toul and Verdun, and open a 
great unprotected area through which 
armies can be poured from Lorraine. 

On the German left, where they 
are making a mighty effort to break 
through. between Toul and Verdun, 
the fighting has been furious. For 


forty-eight hours the battle has been: 


waged so continuously that neither 
side has been able to bury its dead. 
| West of the Verdun-Toul forts the 
Germans gained ground, especially in 
the recapture of Varennes. But to 
the east, where the Crown Prince of 
Bavaria is in command, their efforts 
have been unavailing, although they 
hold their positions. 

In the Vosges no engagements have 
been reported. The summits of the 
{highest peaks are now snow cov- 
ered, and it is said that snow has 
fallen in some of the valleys. Win- 
, ter comes early in this part of east- 
ern France, and little more fighting 
can be expected here except at tre- 
mendous sacrifices on the part of 
those trying to advance across the 
hills.

RETIRES UNDER FIRE 


Turkish Ambassador Resents Sugges- 
tions of President Wilson 

Washington, Sept. 25.—A. Rustem 
Bey, Turkish ambassador, ‘has in- 
formed President WilSon that he does 
not alter the view he recently ex- 
pressed in a published interview and 
will leave the United States within a 
fortnight. 

The Turkish ambassador in his in- 
terview had said that the sending of 
American warships to Turkey in 
connection with the report of upris- 
ings against Christians would lead to 
a serious situation and that while 
massacres had previously occurred in 
Turkey they were the same acts as 
any people might commit under provo- 
cation. - He cited the lynching of 
negroes. and the water cures in the 
Philippines as illustrations. 

The president asked whether, in 
view of the situation, the ambassador 
cared to make another expression. 
‘he Turkish envoy replied that he 
did not wish to alter his view in any 
way and that he would leave in a 
fortnight. 


HUNDREDS MADE ILL 


Forty Persons Fall Unconscious From 
Inhaling Nitric Acid Fumes 
Jersey City, N. J., Sept... 25.— 
Ten gallons of nitric acid, spilled 
‘from a carboy to the floor of the Erie 
railroad station, gave off fumes which 
choked ,scores of persons to uncon- 
sciousness, made hundreds il! and 
stopped traffic on the Hudson tunnels 

for an hour. 

The acid bubbled and boiled over 
the stone floor, giving off clouds of 
fumes. Two or thtee persons col- 
tapsed immediately, but in most cases 
of unconsciousness the poison acted 
4s a slow agent. About forty per- 
sons into whose lungs the fumes had 
been inhaled for several minutes sud- 
denly fell unconscious.

Rech was pros- 
perous and healthy, but the young 
woman's illness seemed chronic. They 
felt that marriage with this han:tcap 
Offered little happiness, but they did 
not care to face the future separately.

HYDE PARK 


NOT SATISFIED 


Amerain to (Boston Not What 
Was Expected 


The voters of ‘Hyde Park who sacri- 
ficed their town that they might get a 
five-cent car fare to Boston, are still 
waiting for the reduced rate, and also 
for improvements. 

In reply to Hyde Park citizens who 
believe that their district has not been 
as well treated since annexation to 
Boston as they had expected, Mayor 

;Curley says that at present the dis- 
trict ig a liability to the city as a 
whole, not an asset. ‘He is particular- 
lv aroused because the burden of the 
Hyde Park water plant was placed up- 
on the city for $150,000, whereas he 
says it is not worth more than $15,- 
6600. The city has received but one 
offer for the plant, $12,000, and that 
was afterward withdrawn. 

The mayor agrees that the Hyde 
Park police station is unfit for use, 
but says the city has nothing to do 
with the subject of 80-cent gas and 5- 
cent fares. These matters are before 
the proper state authorities, he says. 
He points out that a great deal of ex- 
pensive sewer construction is now be- 
ing done by the city in the Hyde Park 
section.

Chairman Merrill of the Norfolk 
County Commissioners appeared be- 
fore the recess committee of the Leg- 
islature on Thursday when the ques- 
tiens of county road finances and 
clerical assistance were discussed. 

Under the present laws, if extra 
clerical assistance is required in the 
probate and treasurers office, per- 
mission must he obtained from the 
legislature. Tis provision seemed 
to the committee and county officers 
unnecessary. 

It was also urged that there is no 
good need of so many special acts 
for highway in towns, and that the 
counties in the case of small towns 
should have the right te make the ap- 
propriation for highways and streets. 

Commissioner Merrill argued that 
in every case where a road is built 
under special statute it should be a 
State highway, and that the state 
highway commission should have the 
right to repair the road and charge 
the cost to the town. The town would 
then see that the road was kept in 
proper condition. 

It was also agreed that all of the 
road laws of the state should be codi- 
fied.

That is, that children be taught to 
think things out for themselves. Al- 
tnost any course of study is good if 
this power is given. 

As the routine teacher looks at it, 
it is her duty to see that her pupils 
commit certain lessons to memory. A 
child rises and recites a passage of 
jiistory, and if he misses one or two 
words, he is completely off the track, 
and can not recover himself. In a 
few weeks at best, all recolleetion of 
the events described has passed out 
of the pupil’s mind, and nothing has 
been accomplished. 

The way in which geometry has! 
been taught in many High schools is 
a case in point. Pupils would rise and 
recite by heart certain theorems and 
demonstrations, These had no prac-, 
‘tical value, save as they. led pupils to 
think out the argument for them-} 
Most of them did not do so. |

Had they had to work out original 
demonstrations -fer themselves, there 
would have been spractice in the art 
of a personal solving of problems.

The North Sea Disaster 

The facts concerning the sinking of 
the British cruisers Aboukir, Hogue 
and Cressy by a German submarine, 
or submarines, in the North sea, with 
1 loss of nearly sixty officers and 1400 
men, are contained in an admiralty 
Siatement. 

The reports of Commanders Nichol- 
‘con of the Cressy and Norton of the 
Hogue state that the Aboukir was hit 
by one torpedo and sunk in 35 mip- 
ufes. Three torpedoes were fired at 
the Cressy, one of the explosives 
She ‘lasted from 
35.to 45 minutes. The Hogue was 
rtruck twice, 10 to 20 seconds elaps- 
ing between the torpedoes, and went 
under in five minutes. 

The Cressy fired on the submarine 
and some of the officers were confi- 
dent that the shots sank her. Nichol- 
s0n says that the three torpedoes di- 
rected against his ship might have 
been fired by the same submarine, 
nnd that there is no real proof that 
more than one was ehgaged. 

The reports *show that the greatest 
discipline was maintained and that 
acts of heroism were performed, but 
the admiralty has established the rule 
that such affairs must be governed by 
the same Jaws as prevail in naval ac- 
tion and that disabled ships must be 
Jeft to their own resourees rather than

Preparations are being made by the 
Order of St. John of Jerusalem, a 
hospital association, to provide for 
the special needs of the Indian troops 
which are on their way to the front. 

Transferred suddenly to a climte to 
which they are not used, and fight- 
ing in a territory whose population is 
unacquainted with their habits, they 
will naturally be at some disadvant- 
age,'-hence the plan to aid them.

Frontier Forts Saved £ 
German advance against the 
forts from Verdun to Toul, 
which threatened on Saturday to 
wreck the operations against the 
German right wing, has seemingly 
been thwarted by the readiness with 
which the French generals hastened 
reinforcements to this district and by 
‘the swift movements of the army of 
‘You!, which has hitherto distinguished 
itself by its sorties in the direction 
of Nancy. .

If any Ger- 
mans remain across the river they 
must be few in numbers and con- 
centrated near St. Mihiel, the only 
place where crossings have been 
been. held.

They promptly extinguished it and 
notified the police, who carefully 
guarded the details while they 


searched for the man who applied the 
torch. 

The house is owned by Christian 
Tallekson, who lived on the second 
floor with his family consisting of a 
wife and child. The first floor was 
occupied by Mr. and Mrs. James 
Leary, and their infant, and the third 
floor by Mr. and Mrs. James Lackie 
and two children, one an infant. 

The owner of the property is a fore- 
man in the asbestos shop at the Fore 
River shipyard, and Swenson had 
been in his employ until two weeks 
ago when he was laid’ off because of 
the scarcity of work. This furnished 
Inspector Goodhue a clue and after 
a weeks investigation he arrested 
Swenson and obtained a confession 
in the presence of the owner of the 
house, Capt. Daniel R. McKay of the 
policedepartment and others. 

Swenson in pleading guilty this 
morning, caused some suprise’ since 
he had intimated that although he 
had confessed he intended to fight the 
charge. 

Chief Engineer Faxon Billings of 
the Fire department, who inspected 
the fire on the morning of Sept. 23, 
said that the lattice work on the rear 
of the house had been consumed, and 
that the fire had scorched theoutside of 
the house and had commenced to eat 
its way into the partitions 
when extinguished. He said that 
under the conditions, with a 
high wind blowing, the house which 
is: situated on the top of Penns Hill 
would have been destroyed if the fire 
gained any headway despite the ef- 
forts of his department.

Work of an Army Medical 
Staff In Battle,

WHO IS MILLS? ° 


What becomes of the grievously 
wounded that are falling in the Euro- 
pean war? And what becomes of the 
great heaps of the slain, piled five 
deep in long windrows? Are they all 
buried, or are many left to lie where 
they fell? / 

These questions are answered fully 
in “The War Manual” edition of the 
World's Work. And the following ex- 
tracts are made in large part from it: 

Every soldier of every army carries 
in a sealed tin box a first aid packet, 
consisting of a bandage, antiseptic 
gauze and adhesive plaster. A part of 
the training of the soldier is how to 
use these. and if the wound is slight 
and in an accessible place he may ap- 
ply the dressing himself; if more se- 
vere, a comrade may apply it for him. 

The wounded soldier, with or with- 
out first aid dressing, if he is able to 
walk, passes back to the rear to the 
field hospital, which is always more or 
less sheltered from the fire of the 
armies. If he is unable to walk he is 
carried back on u litter by the hos- 
pital corps. As soon as he can stand 
transportation he is passed on to the 
| general hospital and thence in due 
| time to the convalescent camp to re 
cuperate. 

The Zones of Losses. 

The medical staff of an army is 
nnn | equipped upon the theory, based upon 
| past experience, that 10 per cent will 
be killed or wounded in each battle. If 
the number of casualties is 18,000 the 
estimate is that fully 20 per cent, or 
3,600, will be dead on the field; 8 per 
cent, or 1,440, will be so severely 
wounded that it will be thadvisable to 
move them; 40 per cent, or 7,200, will 
be able to walk, one-half of them to 
che station for the slightly wounded in 
the rear, the rest to the field hospital, 
and 32 per cent will require to be car- 
ried off the field. 

In deciding upon his arrangements 
for a battle the chief surgeon bears 
in mind thut the wounded will be dis 
tributed in “zones of losses.” The 
usual proportion of wounded is 20 per 
cent up to 1,000 yards range; from 
1,060 to 400 yards range, 60 per cent; 
in the final rush, 10 per cent; in pur- 
suit, 10 per cent. 

The field hospital is not pitched till 
the tactical situation develops and the 
polut where the main attack is to be 
jis made known.

HOUSEHOLD HELPS. 


Do not use strong soapsuds on 
paint, varnish. linoleum or oil- 
cloth. Wash such a surface 
with tepid water and a little 
powdered borax. Going over it 
with 2 soft cloth wet with milk 
and water is beneficial. 

If egg yolks are-put in 4 jelly 
giass and covered with cold wa- 
ter they will remain fresh and 
soft for several days. Change 
the water gently each morning.
